The party were 
much excited over the cruel and ontrng- 
ous imprisonment of " one of our fel- 
lows," at the instance of some wrptch of 
a United States Marshal. Overton's sym- 
pathies were excited, and he inqtrii eel the 
cause and circumstances of the imprison- 
ment. "Thar he is," said the spokes- 
man of the party, "over thar on the 
fence."

beheld a seedy individual, perched upon 
the fence, leisnrely whittling a pine 
shingle.

Huntsville. The door stood wide open, 
and a man was in the only room, alone, 
hammering away nt some sort of carpen- 
ter work. 
In answer to the question if lie wasuie 


unfortunate person who wns suffering 
the tortures of imprisonment for making 
» Jew gallons of eye-opener, he replied: 
"Y-a-s-s. Got me in here." Arm the suf- 
fering convict put 011 snoh n look of dis- 
tress that the man of transits and tan- 
cents said: 
• "D—n shame. Come over and let & liave 
a drink." 


And over went the two, tue prisoner 


locking the door behind him. 


The next day or two one of the engineer 


corps met this foul used convict in the 
•woods, with a gun on one shoulder and 
a lot of game over the other. In answer 
to a question they got the stereotyped 
reply: 
Y-n s-s. Gotmeinhere. 'Licit 'stilliu." 
A few days more, and one of the engin- 


eers met the oppressed individual three 
miles from Huiitsviile, ou hirf way homo 
to spend a few days with his family. 


"And you're the prisoner?"

Lowe, 
whom he dubs Achitophel and the' • ban- 
dits" of the cave of Adutlam, as Ttiight 
called it, who threw out his pet Reform 
bill, and who were utteily destitute of 
consistent principles or patriotic objects. 
It is amusing to find LordBnssell claim- 
ing for himself the authorship of the 6011 
mot, which Sydney Smith only repented, 
of his being ready to take command of 
the Channel ileet'or cut for the Nore. 
With tho " second sight of age" lie looks 
forward to an Ireland notonly contented 
but happy; but lie still clings to the 
now impossible idea of i'iulowiiig nil 10- 
ligious indiscriminately.—London Lrtlet'.

says the Stanford (Ky.) Journal, m re- 
gions) as yet untrod by the ' 'iron hoi se,

ed into the We of the hardy John, who, 
fonr-in-hsnd, conducts the lumbering 
coach through narrow gorges, over the 
high passes, and steep defiles of South- 
eastern Kentucky. To travelers over the 
route from Stanford to Somerset, the 
"Bame of Liu* Edge is familiar. Lark is 
a character that Bret Harte would be 
proud to immortalize. His last adven- 
ture showed him possessed of an heroic 
courage that many who have gained 
glory at. the cannon's month cannot 
boast. A few days since as the Somer- 
set coach was descending the pass known 
as Hall's Gap, in charge of the noted 
driver, Lark, one of the leading horses 
got his tail over the lines, and became 
vicious and unruly. Lark thought of 
his three passengers—one a lady—and 
took prompt measures to stop the aon- 
uense. In the effort to stop the team, 
the lines broke, and left the driver 
apparently a lost mariner. The lend- 
ers headed for the bluff, and aft- 
er them lumbered the coach with 
its precious freight. 
Those who had 


jravelsd the road know the danger of a 
plunge over the bluff at this point. 
The gentlemen passengers jumped out, 
and one of them seized awheel and suc- 
ceeded in checking the coach a moment, 
while the other assisted the lady to 
slight. In another second, the fright- 
ened team were on the verge of the 
precipice, and before them a perpendicu- 
lar plunge of thirty feet. The passen- 
gers call to the driver to jump and save 
himself. This he refused to do, saying, 
" Good by, friends, I guess I'll go with 
'em, and see how they looks down 
thar!'' And down he went. The pas- 
sengers went to the scene of the wreck 
as soon as the descent could be effected, 
expecting to find the mangled remains 
Of poor Lark intermingled with horse 
ears, legu and tails; but Lark wasn't 
that kind of a fellow.
